OWEN HUMPHREYS WINS TENNIS SINGLES 

CHAMPIONSHIP FROM W. J. KIRKPATRICK 

One of the Association's Youngest Players Triumphs Over 
Veteran Title Holder in Three Straight Sets— Staples 
Consolation Winner in Hard-Fought Match With 
W. R. D. Hall 




A now tennis champion fame to 
town last Saturday al'ternoon when 
Owen Humphreys defeated \V. J. Kirk- 
patrick, in the" Singles Finals of the! 
Red Cross Tournament, of the Nar- j 
berth Tennis Association. It was a 
rattling good contest from start to 
finish, and was witnessed and enjoyed 
by a good sized audience of local ten- 
nis enthusiasts. 

The spectators were also treated to 
some unusually good tennis earlier in 
the afternoon when Arthur Staples 
defeated W. K. D. Hall in the Con- 
solation Singles Finals. 

The result of the Humphreys-Kirk- 
Patrick match was a surprise, and then 
again it. wasn't if you understand 
that kind of an Irish remark. 

Although one of the youngest mem- 
bers of the association Humphreys 
has been playing a good game for 
several seasons and last year he won 
the Consolation Singles. But it was 
not until this year that, he developed 
to the point where the members began 
considering him as a possible con- 
tender for the title. 

However, with the opening of the 
tournament, Humphreys began show- 
ing his skill and speed in a manner 
that surprised everyone. One by one 
he eliminated his opponents, and came 
finally to Saturday's big event. 

The championship was won in three 
straight sets, Humphreys increasing 
his lead over Kirkpatrick with each 
succeeding set. Score, (1-4, (i-3, 6-1. 
"The Eight by Rounder 

The first set was nip and tuck, with 
first one and then the other leadivg, 
the score being 4-4 at. the end of the 
eighth game. The ninth and tenth 
games both went to deuce, but in each 
instance Humphreys managed to put 
over the winning shots and the set 
ended 6-4. 

Humphreys started the second set 
with a rush and won three games 
straight. Kirkpatrick scoring only 
three points in the three games. Then 
Kirkpatrick braced and took two 
games, with Humphreys scoring only 
three points, which made the score 
:t-2 in Humphreys favor. The latter 
then increased his lead by winning 
the sixth and seventh games, and 
after Kirkpatrick had taken the 
eighth, the coming champion finished 
the set by winning the ninth. 



Tile final set was short and fa si. 
Kirkpatrick, serving, won his only 
game- a deuce game — in the third 
contest. He did not slacken his play- 
ing, however, for he drove eacli of 
the last three games to deuce. 

In justice to Kirkpatrick it should 
be said that there were times during 
the contest when lie did not measure 
up to the standard which ho has estab- 
lished in previous contests. But in 
equal justice to Humphreys it mu: t 
also be said that he won a clean-cut.. 
hard fought victory, and that in the 
opinion of an impartial observer Kirk- 
patrick could not have won under any 
circumstances. 

Humphreys Was Everywhere 

From the vevy first ball Humphreys 
was everywhere on the court, and al- 
ways back in position after making 
the most dillicult returns. His alley 
shots against Kirkpatrick's back-hand 
were particularly fine and frequently 
he won applause by passing his op- 
ponent with quick, sharp shots 
straight down the fatal left line. 

Kirkpatrick played a good game 
throughout, making many tine returns 
and shooting with remarkable ac- 
curacy. Hut Humphreys returned 
everything, and he kept on returning 
'em until the opportunity showed itself 
and then he whipped along the neces- 
sary shot and scored the point. And 
that's the way it went, game after 
game, and in the last analysis, that's 
why Humphreys won three straight 
sets. Kirkpatrick need feel no humil- 
iation over his defeat and Humphreys 
may justly feel proud over his victory. 
Welcome to our city, champion! 
Staple** Wins Hard Match 

The Consolation Finals went to 
Staples only after the hardest kind of 
playing. He won the first two sets 
tf-3 and ti-2. Then Hall won t lie third 
set t;-4. The fourth went to deuce 
and was finally won by Staples, 7-f>. 
Game after game went to deuce and it 
wasn't until Staples scored the final 
point in the very last game in the 
fourth set that he was certain of the 
contest. 

The tournament is now complete, 
but for the Consolation Doubles. 
There remain to be played a portion 
of one match, one of the semi-final 
matches, and then the finals. It is 
hoped that this coming Saturday will 
sec the windup.

DEATH OF WILLIAM .1. POSEY

Mr. William J. Posey, seventy-three 
years of age, father of Miss Elizabeth 
M. Posey, 203 Essex avenue, Narberth, 
died last Saturday evening while con- 
versing with his family. He was one 
of the most widely known men in 
York county, and a descendant of the 
Chester county pioneers known as 
the Valley Forge-Brandywine Poseys. 
His three brothers gave their lives to 
the country in the Rebellion. George 
W., Seventy-sixth Pennsylvania Volun- 
teer Infantry, was killed in attack on 
Port Wagner and was never found; 
Robert A., One Hundred and Thirty- 
seventh Pennsylvania Volunteer In- 
fantry, was fatally wounded at Fred- 
ericksburg, and John B. died in a hos- 
pital at Washington, D. C. from ex- 
posure at the battle of Cold Harbor, 
Virginia. 

William Posey taught school in 
York county for thirty-one years. He 
was a reader and student, and his 
historic knowledge was broad. Mr. 
Posey was a local preacher in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of York 
county. A wife and nine children sur- 
vive him. He was buried at Bethel 
M. E. Church, York county, September 
twenty-fifth.

and selection of the plants used in its 
decoration, and the location of border 
plantatipns, with the view of screen- 
ing objectionable features. Also the 
general effect with the lawn and its 
relation to the house, and the location 
of the house upon the lot. 

The first impression that a person 
receives in passing the property has 
also received consideration. 

The Dr. Snyder house located on a 
corner lot with little natural vegeta- 
tion, and in a prominent location of- 
fered the opportunity of over-plant- 
ing, which was not done. The vines on 
the porch and the window boxes on 
the front of the house made the place 
most attractive. 

The Roberts place, is especially 
interesting on account of its location 
in the natural woods, and the sim- 
plicity in the use of native plants, 
and their location in relation to the 
house. Two beautiful ^ dogwoods 
screening the carriage-way and a 
few well placed shrub masses gives 
the place an unusual dignity. 

The A. C. Shand place, similarly 
located, is an instance where exotic 
plants have been used with an at- 
tractive and well-kept turf. 

The places receiving honorable 
mention were considered in Mr. 
Golze's case on account of the thought 
given to his border plantings arranged

Any person who is under the im- 
pression that the members of the 
various local or district exemption 
boards are having an easy time in 
getting men for the new army should 
be very careful not to make such a 
statement in the hearing of any of the 
gentlemen who are performing this 
patriotic duty. 

A reporter paid .a visit to the local 
board* for Division No. 1, of this coun- 
ty, during the hearings of claims for 
exemption by men that had been ac- 
cepted after their physical examina- 
tions. 

Sheriff Louis Xagle, Mr. John S. 
Clarke and Dr. Romaine C. Hoffman, 
the members of the board, with their 
assistants, Miss; Ka tacrine Kiernan 
and Messrs. Louis Winter, John Dicio 
and Michael McDonougb, were all in 
their places around the big table, 
which was covered with records ami 
regulations, when the scribe entered 
and he was invited to remain and see 
how the work was carried on. 

The hearings had been started at 10 
A. M„ and with -only a half hour re- 
cess; for luncheon, they were con- 
tinued until 7 P. M. before all the 
men had been heard. 

Each man was admitted according 
to his order number in the district 
and was immediately sworn to tell 
nothing but the truth by Mr. Clarke. 
A large envelope which contained all 
affidavits and other information in re- 
gard to his case was opened and the 
nature of the claim was read. The 
man was then questioned by the board 
members, and if his testimony showed 
that he had a clear case of dependency 
his claim was allowed and another 
man was brought in. 

In the hearing of these cases there 
are many questions arising that re- 
quire the careful interpretation of the 
draft laws and later regulations by the 
board members. It is up to the man 
to prove his claim, and if lie can do 
so to the satisfaction of the board he 
will receive exemption, but if he does 
not have , sufficient grounds for ex- 
emption under the regulations ho is 
promptly informed that his name will 
be certified to the district board for 
army service. If he desires to appeal 
from the decision of the local board 
he is provided with the proper forms 
for carrying his appeal to Lancaster. 

The duty of the board is to secure 
men for army service, and Messrs. 
Xagle, Clarke and Hoffman are cer- 
; tainly devoting their time and labor 
to bring about this end in a fair and 
impartial way that assures all men 
in this district of a just and square 
deal. 

The board has received instructions 
to send another 5 per cent, of their 
quota, which will be about 20 men, 
to Camp Meade on Wednesday of 
next week. The men have not yet 
been selected, as the names of those 
certified for service will not be re- 
ceived from the District Board until 
to-day. The local board has not sent 
one man to camp in the entire 176 
that left last Friday who was not cer- 
tified by the district board or waived 
all exemption claims. 

The men from this district all ar- 
rived safely at Camp Meade, and from 
reports they send home they are re- 
ceiving the best of care and are very 
comfortable in the quarters assigned 
to them. They are all in the same 
barracks and are pleased with their 
officers and the training they are re- 
ceiving. They are part of the 17th 
Training Battalion and their mail 
should be so addressed.
